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_ BOARD OF PARK COMMISSIONERS 


To the Honorable, the City Council of the City of Cambridge :— 


GENTLEMEN :—The Board of Park Commissioners has the honor 
to submit herewith its nineteenth annual report covering the municipal 
year March 31, 1912, together with the eighteenth annual report of the 
General Superintendent of Parks, as required by Section 4 of the 
ordinances establishing a Park Department. 

By reason of its importance, it is but natural that the work first 
to be referred to in this report should be 


THE ESPLANADE 


Year after year your Commission has called the attention of the 
City Council to the great necessity for liberal appropriations for the 
completion of this work. At no time, however, has the opportunity 
presented itself so strongly as at present. The City Government, 
during the past year, has very wisely granted the necessary authority 
for the bringing of the Institute of Technology to our city. To this 
end it has given up taxable property to the extent of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. That the future will confirm the wisdom of your acts 
‘seems certain, but it is, nevertheless, essential that you shall at once 
do those things which will result in the City obtaining the immediate 
benefits consequent upon the coming of this institution to our shores. 
We believe that within a very short time the revenue derived by the 
city from the immense area of land adjoining our Esplanade will be 
vastly increased. We must, however, encourage its development while 
the iron is hot. Already many inquiries are being made for this land, 
‘and the results of the past year insure still greater results during the 
coming year. We believe your citizens generally are agreed that the 
work started so many years ago should now be completed. We there- 
fore ask that liberal appropriations be made that this roadway may 
be finished from Cambridge Bridge to the Stillman Infirmary. This 
will include: 

Ist—The finishing of the Parkway at Cambridge Bridge, now 
“80 necessary owing to the completion of the subway. [t must be 
Temembered that a very large percentage of the traffic to and from 
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Cambridge will be hereafter in this direction, and we must present 


our parks in\a favorable light, in order that visitors may be Pronen ys 


impressed with our city. 


2nd.—The rebuilding of the roadways in front of the new Insti- 
tute buildings necessitated by the additional traffic there caused by the 
closing of other streets. | 


3rd.—The completion of the roadway over the Boston & Albany 
Railroad bridge. The filling received from the subways has put this 
roadway in shape to be surfaced. 


4th.—Finishing of the roadway from Magazine street to River 
street. A large part of this road has been brought up to gr ade with 
stone and only requires surfacing. 


5th.—The opening of the roadway from River street to Western 
avenue. This is an essential work and should be arranged for at 


once. It will complete the last link in our river drive and has been 


delayed too long. 


6th.—The completion of the roadway from Western avenue to 


Boylston street. 


Your Commission is ready to submit detailed estimates for the 
work, and trusts their request will be granted at the earliest opportunity. 


NEW BATH HOUSE AT CAPTAINS’ ISLAND 


We should at this time have an appropriation for a new bath 


house. Our receipts for the season of 1911 were $1,127.34, or $237.00 


greater than for 1910. With proper accommodations, this bath house 


could probably be made self-supporting. Our people were at first 
disposed to look with suspicion at the fresh water of the Charles 
River, having been for so many years accustomed to the salt water. 
This feeling has not been well founded, but it will be the policy of 
your Commission to keep close watch on the pureness of the water, 
and while the salt bathing will perhaps always be missed, we still 
believe the bathers will frequent the beach in greater number during 


the coming years. The Commission ititends to submit plans for your 


consideration at an early date.

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SHADE TREES 


During the past year 425 dead trees were removed and 500 new 
trees planted. Much still remains to be done, however, and generous 
appropriations should be made. Your Commissian would like to 
plant 1,000 trees the coming year and remove many more of the dead 
ones. The same conditions prevail as regards our trees as have been 
referred to in former reports. 


A contract has been given for a floating bath house, to be placed 
at the East Cambridge embankment. This house will be completed 
and placed in time for the summer bathing. 


A settlement has been arranged with the Boston Elevated Railroad 
whereby any rights the city may have had in Murray street have been 


released upon’ the payment to the city of $1,500. 


During the past year your Commission was able to come to an 
amicable and equitable settlement with the Riverside Boat Club for 
the taking of their house and land many years ago, This settlement 
includes the granting of a location for a new house at the foot of 
Pleasant street, which has been arranged. We wish to thank at this 
time the committees from the Boat Club for the friendly spirit they 
have always shown in the handling of this question. 


Your commission desires to call the attention of the City Council 
to the advisability of changing the city’s fiscal year back to November 
30th. Under present conditions, the work of our department is con- 
siderably embarrassed by the fact that the annual budget is passed 
so late in the year. Our appropriations all come now much tco late for 
spring work, whereas much earlier consideration should be given our 
requirements. This, of course, is impossible with a year commencing 
April 1st. We believe other departments must have similar troubles. 
From a financial point of view, the city would be no loser, as with 
one year’s taxes for nine months’ work the city would be able to 
partly relieve itself of the obligation it now has by reason of the latest 
change. |

REPORT OF 


GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT OF PARKS 


CAMBRIDGE, April Ist, 1912. 
To the Board of Park Commissioners of the City of Cambridge :— 


GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to present my sixth annual report 
as General Superintendent of Parks, covering the financial year of 1912. 


SECTION A 
(Area 9.07 acres) 


Section A extends from the south line of Main street as widened 


for the approach to the new Cambridge Bridge to the west line of the 


third street east of Massachusetts avenue. 
Six Welsbach lights were maintained during the year. 
Early in the spring work was commenced. After 32 pits were dug 


14 ft. long, 7% ft. wide and 4 ft. deep and filled with loam, the trees 


_ were planted. 


One hundred sixty feet of the 20 feet of sidewalk at the approach 
to the new bridge were brought to grade with gravel taken from the 
tree pits. The remainder of the gravel was used to fill all the depres- 


_ sions-in the 40 feet roadway to sub-grade. This part of the roadway 


is now in a condition for finishing. 


Se ELON?.B 
(Area 19.72 acres) 


Section B extends from the west line of the third street east of 


_Massachusetts avenue to the west line of the fourth street west of the 
avenue, but does not include Massachusetts avenue. 


Twenty-six Welsbach lights were maintained during the year. 

The usual care was given this section during the year, four men 
being employed from April 1st to November Ist, in cutting grass, 
cleaning shrubbery beds and walks. 

Although the deck of the public landing has been replanked this 


_ season, nevertheless, it is necessary to have it re-buoyed as soon as 


money is available, 
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I regret to mention that no appropriation has been made for the 
purpose of carrying out my recommendation of last year regarding the 
repairing of the iron fence along the sea wall. This fence is now in 
such poor condition that it requires immediate attention. 

The 30 feet roadway between the Cambridge Bridge and the: 
Charlesgate Hospital was rebuilt in the following manner: First, the 
old road was plowed, harrowed and levelled to sub-grade; five inches 


of egg stone were then placed on this, after which it was thoroughly 


rolled. Tarvia X was then applied at the proportion of 1™% gallons 
to the square yard. After this a covering of nut stone was laid for 
the purpose of filling in all voids. The surface was then rolled and 
Tarvia X was again applied at the proportion of % gallon to the square 


yard. Lastly, pea stone was added, and the surface thoroughly rolled. 


The roadway is now in an excellent condition. / 

On May. 25th, 1911, a contract was made with the Winchester 
Stone Co. for delivery of about four thousand tons of crushed stone 
on the Parkway at a cost of $1.62 per ton. 


SEC TIONS 
(Area 138.39 acres) 


Section C extends from the’ west line of the fourth street west 
of Massachusetts avenue to the east line of Brookline street. 


The only work done on the section the past year was the patching | 


and oiling of the 30 feet roadway. Nine thousand cubic yards of 
filling were received from the Subway without any cost to the depart- 


ment. Receiving this filling made it possible to open the roadway 


over the bridge. Although the use of the roadway has been rendered 
possible, it is still in a crude condition for public travel. 


SECTION D 
(Area 38.31 acres) 


Section D extends from the west line of Brookline street ait the 
south line of River street. 

Twenty-nine Welsbach lights have been maintained; eighteen on 
the driveway and eleven on the island, together with the three are 
iights on the beach during the bathing season,

PARK DEPARTMENT 15 


The forty feet roadway between Brookline street and Magazine 
street has received a coating of Tarvia B. The condition of the road- 
way between these streets is very good. With the balance of the 
money, which was left from building the roadway on Sections A and 
B, between the Cambridge Bridge and the Charlesgate Hospital, 560 
feet of the forty feet roadway west of Magazine street was partially 
“built. 
| The bath house was open. from June 14th to August 25th with 
a following attendants: Two life guards, two men in the men’s 
bath house, one in each locker house; one woman in the women’s bath 
“house and one woman selling Geees The bath house had to be 
closed two weeks earlier than usual on account of the small appro- 
priation; and also on account of the enforcement of the eight-hour 
law which made it necessary to employ one man extra for six days 
and one lady extra two days each week. 

The new office was built, the rafts repaired and considerable re- 
| pairing was done on the buildings. 

The buildings which were built in 1900 were built for temporary 
ase only, and have long since outlived their usefulness. The floors are 
rotted, the roof leaks so badly that it is impossible to keep the suits 
and towels dry during a storm. I believe with a new building, equipped 
with modern improvements, the beach would be patronized. more 
extensively. | 

The receipts for the season were $1,127.34, an increase over last 
-year of $232—and if the accommodations could have been offered to 
those who were turned away during the hot wave the receipts would 
have been much greater. The laundry work was done by the Quaker 
Laundry Company at $2.75 per hundred suits, 65 cents per hundred 
stockings, and 75 cents per hundred towels. _A new boat was pur- 
chased.

SEG RON WE 
(Area 1.77 acres) 


Section E extends from the north line of River street to the south 
line of Western avenue. 

On May 2nd, 1911, the Riverside Boat Club house was burned, and 
settlement has been made to the club by the city for the land and 
building. Thus one of the obstacles which has previously prevented 
the opening of the roadway has been removed. With a sufficient 
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appropriation this section can now be opened for public travel, and 
thus be the connecting link between Sections D and F. By so doing a 
long felt necessity will be filled. 


SECTION FE 
(Area 13.89 acres) 


Section F extends from the north line of Western avenue to the 
east line of Boylston street. 

Seventeen Welsbach lights have been maintained during the year. 

The entire length of the forty feet roadway was thoroughly re- 
paired this year. It received a coat of Travia B and is now in a 
fair condition. . 


SECTION G 
(Area 16.07 acres) 


Section G extends from the west line of Boylston street to the, 
east line of the land of the Stillman Infirmary. 

Twenty-six Welsbach lights have been maintained during the year. 

That part of the 4o feet roadway which extends through the sec- 
tion has received the same treatment .is Section F. 

The cost of gravel for both sections amounted to $150.00. 

Eighteen settees were repaired and painted. 


SECTION H 
(Area 1.44 acres) 


Section H extends from the east line of the land of the Stillman 
Infirmary to the Metropolitan taking at Gerry’s landing. 
The section received the care of the men employed at Section G. 


LONGFELLOW PARK 
(Area 2.14 acres) 


The $250 appropriated for care of this park is not sufficient to 
keep it in proper condition. | When one considers that the above 
appropriation will provide for the services of one man from April Ist 
only to the second week in August, when one man should be employed 


ee 
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until November rst, it is clearly to be seen that this appropriation is 
not sufficient to give this park of over two acres the care it really 
requires.

CAMBRIDGE COMMON 
The work at the entrance to the Memorial Gateway has-not been 
“completed on account of the delay in receiving the curbing which did 
not arrive until the middle of October, giving just about time to 
have it set when the frost entered the ground, preventing any planting 
or granolithic being done. This work will be completed as soon as 
the weather permits. 

Sixty-five settees were repaired and painted. 

Three new carriages were made and placed under the guns at a 
cost of $150.00. 3 

One hundred and sixty-one trees on the Common were trimmed. 
Dead trees were removed. 

Both the trees trimmed and those removed were badly infested 
with the leopard moth. 

The entrance of the Subway at the small Common is practically 


completed. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY 


In former years the grounds around the Cambridge High and 
Latin Schools, and also the grounds around the Manual Training 
School, were cared for by this department. This year, by an order of 
the City Government, these grounds came under the control of the 
School Department. 

The grounds about the Library received the usual care, one man 
being employed during the summer. 


FORT WASHINGTON AND HASTINGS SQUARE 


The usual care has been given these places. The grounds around 
both these parks provide suitable recreation places for mothers and 
young children during the hot summer months, 
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CUTY ERA 


The grounds around City Hall received a coat of sub-soil, a fer-— 
tilizer was used and the grass seed sewn. On account of the scarcity 
of water no watering was done after July Ist. Consequently the 
appeaance was not as good as it has been in former years. : 


WINTHROP SQUARE 


This square received the usual care and attention. 


BROADWAY COMMON AND DANA SQUARE 


Both of these places were given to the Playground Commission in — 
1910. Since that time the Park Department has done everything in 
its power to keep it in as good condition as possible, considering the 
unfavorable circumstances with which it has had to contend. These 
two places serve as proof that playgrounds and parks cannot be main- 
tained in such small areas without proper supervision, a thing which — 
has been lacking in the past. 

Dana Square is in a very deplorable condition when considered 
from a park point of view. Almost the same thing might be said of 
Broadway Common. I should recommend that protection be given 
these places if they are to continue as parks and playgrounds. . 


HENDERSON SQUARE 


This square is located at the junction of Western avenue, Pleasant 
and River streets, and although given over to the city by the heirs of 
Annie Jacobs in 1908, nothing in the way of improvement has been 
done until this year. A granolithic curb has been built around the. 


square, and it is hoped that the coming year shrubs may be planted — 
and grass seed sown to add to the appearance. 


EAST CAMBRIDGE EMBANKMENT 
(Area 8.35 acres) > 


No work has been done on the embankment except the making of 
a contract for a new floating bath house to be located along the sea-— 
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wall. ‘This is to be completed and ready for use at the opening of the 
bathing season. As the opening of Commercial avenue by the Street 
Department now provides a direct route from Charlestown to our 
Park system, it is necessary that those grounds be put in such con- 
dition that they will give as favorable an appearance as the Metropoli- 
tan Park on the opposite side of the Basin. In its present condition 
when we compare the grounds around these two places ours presents 
rather an unsightly view. 


RINDGE FIELD AND SHELTER 
(Area 11.28 acres) 


The Shelter has been opened for the entire year for the first time. 
Those employed were a superintendent, a matron, one man on the 
field and an extra man on the field during the summer months. 

The opening of the six shower baths in the basement has proven 
very beneficial to the large numbers of those patronizing them during 
the summer and winter. 

The building has been painted outside and inside, the woodwork 
has been varnished, the cellar has been whitewashed and is now in 
first-class condition. 

The ball field is becoming more popular each year. This is shown 
by the issuing of 40 permits in the past year. The field and baths 
were used to good advantage by the Rindge Manual Training School 
during their spring training. 

The members of the police force played all their home games 
here in the presence of a great number of people on each occasion. 

The ball games, fireworks, and band concerts given under the 
direction of the City Government last Fourth of July proved a great 
success; Over 5,000 enjoying them. 

The field was used also to good advantage for football during the 
football season. 

_ $kating was enjoyed continually from January Ist to March rst. 
A hockey rink was laid out and matched games were played. 
One man has been employed in the Nursery caring for the stock.

Four men have been employed at the field this past season clean-— 
ing the shrubbery beds and cutting grass. 
Eleven dead trees were replaced. 

Granolithic walks were laid on the paths parallel with Willow and 
York Streets by Simpson Brothers Corporation at a cost of $1,193.43. 
The running track proved a great attraction for the boys in the 


vicinity as well as the ball, fields. 


The field was flooded during the winter for skating and was kept 
in excellent condition, and as a result 47 days of skating were enjoyed. 
The shower baths at the Shelter building were patronized well, 
as the table of bathers will show.

BROWN TAIL MOTH AND ELM LEAF BEETLE 
EXTERMINATION 


. About 2,300 private estates were cleaned of the gypsy and brown 
tail moths during the winter months. 

On account of the raise of salary of the employees from $2.00 to 
$2.25 per day a charge of 28 cents per hour per man, instead of 25 
‘cents was made, in making up the charges which will appear on the 
~tax bills. About 2,781 street trees were cleaned and the condition of 
the city in relation to the gypsy and brown tail moths is excellent. If it 
was not for the destructive habits of the leopard moth we would have 
nothing to fear for our foliage. The latter insect still continues to 
spread and do a great amount of harm to the trees and shrubs. As 
yet no remedy has been found successful for checking the pest. 
The elm leaf beetle seems to have been driven away by the spray- 
ing done each year. The trees were sprayed for the tussock where 
any traces were found. 


SHADE TREES 


A large amount of work has been accomplished this past year in 
\the removal of dead trees. In July a contract was entered into with 
i. L. Frost of Arlington for the removal of 125 dead trees on the 
treets for the sum of $2,437—or $19.40 per tree.

24 Z PARK DEPARTMENT 


The contractor was required to do all the work in connection 
with the removal of these trees and leave the sidewalks and streets in 
a safe condition. This contract was completed in October. The men 
of the department removed 117 dead trees, 198 stumps and 44 heads, 
making a total of 430 dead trees removed during the year. Five hun- 
dred and twenty trees were trimmed. 

During the winter months, when the gypsy and brown tail moths 
were being treated and removed, the men also removed a number of 
dead limbs from the trees. 

In the spring 462 young trees were planted throughout the city 
to partly replace those that had died during the year. 

If as mutch work can be done for the trees the coming year there 
will be very few of the dead trees left standing. 3
